facilitate trans-shipment and trade 
from these and other causes, the cost of 
the sections first commenced will ex- 
ceed the sum ..originally in contempla- 
tion. 


The commissioners however,, have 


since the passage of the law of last year 
put about one hundred and sixty miles 
under contract; and from the prices at 
which the.work.Jias_heen_ in part com- 
pleted, and at which the remainder has 
been contracted for, the estimate for 
the whole is less than eleven thousand 
dollars per mile.

The confidence the committee have 


that the cost of the works herekfter to 
be executed will not exceed the esti- 
mates of the engineers, is confirnrtjd by 
the experience of our sister 
The executive of N. York, in a recent 
communication to the legislature, says 
"the Krie and Champlain canals have 
-cost betweeiHweft4y*fi4Uurtv thousand 
dollars a mile, and this enormous cxpcn- 
ture will never occur a^ain. All the 
mysteries of sur.ri opttatious are devel- 
oped and all the difficulties diminished 
a^wi i-t may be cor.fidaitly pronounced 
thatthV. maximum expense of any given 
canal will not exceed ten thousand dol 
lars a mile,, unless it pa»«es over high 
mountains, by 'fecks, inclined planes or
